SUMMARY REPORT OF CONFERENCE EOLLOWS: 

AGENDA ITEM 1 HF AM (R)S TRANSITION PROGRAM AND ASSOCIATED 
TASKS NOT COMPLETED AND REFERRED TO FREQUENCY MANAGEMENT STUDY 
GROUP (FMSG). TITUS OF USDEL REMAINING MONTREAL APPROXIMATELY 
2 WEEKS TO CHAIR FMSG AD HOC GROUP COMPRISING ICAO SECRETARIAT 
AND MEMBERS OF CANADIAN AND lATA DELEGATIONS. 

2. AGENDA ITEM 2 DISCUSSIONS RESULTED IN MEETING RECOMMENDING 
THREE NEW DEFINITIONS AND LARGE NUMBER OE MODIFICATIONS TO 
EXISTING RADIO REGULATIONS. 

2A. MEETING COULD NOT AGREE ON SPECIFIC RECOMMENDED CHANGES TO 
TABLE OF FREQUENCY TOLERANCES AND TABLE OF TOLERANCES FOR THEE 
LEVEL OF SPURIOUS EMISSIONS OF ITU RADIO REGULATIONS BUT 
ENCOURAGED STATES TO CONSIDER REDUCTIONS IN BANDS UTILIZED BY 
INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION. US THOUGHTS ON THIS MATTER 
PROVIDED TO MEETING AN INFORMATION PAPER. CANADIAN INFORMATION 
PAPER ON THIS SUBJECT ALSO SUBMITTED WHICH DIFFERS SOMEWHAT 
FROM THAT OF US. 
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2B. MEETING CONSIDERED SOME SUGGESTED DEFINITIONS CONCERNING 
AERONAUTICAL MOBILE (R) SERVICE, BUT WAS UNABLE TO ARRIVE AT 
AGREED UPON DEFINITION. A PARTLY DEVELOPED DEFINITION OF 
AIR TRAFFIC COMMUNICATIONS (ADD 3076A/33A) TO BE PROVIDED 
STATES FOR THEIR CONSIDERATION, BUT WILL NOT BE PART OF THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE MEETING. 
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2C. ALL SUGGESTED PROPOSALS IN RECOMMENDATION 2/1 ARE 
CONSISTENT WITH US POSITION. 

3. TABLE OF FREQUENCY ALLOCATIONS APPEARING IN REPORT OF 
AGENDA ITEM 3 GENERALLY ALIGNS WITH EIGHTH NOTICE INQUIRY.

3A. MEETING PROPOSED AERONAUTICAL RADIONAVIGATION BE ONLY 
SERVICE ALLOCATED IN BAND 525-535 KHZ. ADD 191A NOT ACCEPTED. 

3B. MEETING CONTINUED ALLOCATIONS TO RADIONAVIGATION OR 
AERONAUTICAL RADIONAVIGATION IN BAND 1605-1900 KHZ. NUMEROUS 
NDB'S REPORTEDLY IN SERVICE IN THIS BAND IN LATIN AMERICA.

SUPPRESSED AS MEETING PREFERRED RETAIN COORDINATION LANGUAGE 
352B. ONE MEGAHERTZ ALLOCATED MOBILE-SATELLITE FOR SAR. 

3F. CONTINUED EXCLUSIVE WORLDWIDE ALLOCATION TO AERONAUTICAL 
RADIONAVIGATION AGREED. FOOTNOTE 383B HAS CONTINUED REFERENCE 
AERONAUTICAL MOBILE (R) SERVICE AND APPLIES TO 15MRAQTMU GHZ 
BUT NOT BANDS BETWEEN 1549.5 AND 1660 MHZ.

5A. RECOMMENDATION 5/1 SUGGESTS THE FORMATION OF AN ICAO BODY 
TO STUDY AND MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING HARMFUL INTER- 
FERENCE IN THE AERONAUTICAL BANDS. 
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5B. RECOMMENDATION 5/2 CALLS EOR ICAO TO INEORM STATES OF AN 
EXISTING TABLE OF MAXIMUM VALUES FOR ISM EQUIPMENT EMISSIONS 
WHICH CAN BE USED PENDING DEVELOPMENT/DOCUMENTATION OF MORE 
APPROPRIATE INFORMATION.
